The Greenhouse is open from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m., Monday to Friday, and from 2 to 4 p.m. Sunday. 


Department of Religious Studies to be established 


A new Department of Religious Studies 
will be created at The University of Al- 
berta. The Department has received the 
approval of the Board of Governors and 
General Faculty Council. 

The new Department will make it pos- 
sible to supplement and expand the present 
list of courses on religion offered to under- 
graduate students, and to develop programs 
for honors and graduate students, according 
to Dr. Walter H. Johns, President of the 
University. 

“The aim of the Department will be to 
develop understanding of religion—both 


Christian and non-Christian—rather than 
committment in any one area,” he said. 

At present, courses are offered in the 
sociology, philosophy, psychology, and 
anthropology of religion, as well as in com- 
paritive religion. 

Future courses will cover such topics as 
theology, Biblical criticism, Hebraic culture, 
and other non-Western religious traditions, 
as well as additional classes in comparitive 
religion. 

A Chairman of the new Department of 
Religious Studies has not yet been named. 
It will be part of the Faculty of Arts.

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Glenrose Hospital and the 
University affiliate 

An affiliation agreement between The 
University of Alberta and the Glenrose Pro- 


vincial General Hospital was signed re- 
cently. 


The new agreement recognizes the Glen- 
rose Hospital as a teaching hospital affil- 
iated with the University to be utilized by 
undergraduate medical and paramedical stu- 
‘dents and for graduate training programs in 
clinical specialties. 


The Hospital offers unique facilities in 
Alberta as a school hospital where handi- 
capped children may receive treatment and 
education at the same time, and is a con- 
valescent and rehabilitation hospital as well. 
“It thus provides unusually valuable research 
and teaching opportunities to us,” said Dr. 
Walter H. Johns, President of the University, 
“and we are very grateful that the Hos- 
pital’s Board of Management has made 
arrangements with us for this promising as- 
sociation.” 


Signing the agreement in the office of Dr. 
Johns were T. D. Baker, Chairman of the 
Board of Management at the Glenrose Hos- 
pital, and Louis A. Desrochers, Vice- 
Chairman of the Board of Governors of 
The University of Alberta. 


The agreement will open the way for 
further co-operation in the field of educa- 
tion of medical and health sciences person- 
nel, in the development of medical research 
and in the provision of patient care and 
community service between the two _ insti- 
tutions. 


Medical staff of the Hospital serve as 
members of the Faculty of Medicine and 
members of the Faculty are also on the 
medical staff. 


Names for buildings sought 


New construction, and moves by depart- 
ments from building to building, will mean 
that almost two dozen University buildings 
will be without distinctive or appropriate 
names in the next few months. Several of 
the nameless buildings are maintenance 
garages, and similar facilities (they will no 
doubt be officially named “Maintenance 
Garage” etc.). 


Appropriate names are being sought for 
the following major buildings: 
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The Mathematics-Physics Building no 
longer contains the Department of Math- 
ematics, and the assumed name of Physics 
and Computing Science Building is some- 
times used. A permanent name is needed. 


Temporary Laboratory “A” is getting less 
temporary all the time. It is just west of 
the Nuclear Research Center. 


Confusion is bound to arise between the 
present Agriculture and Biological Sciences 
Building and the new Biological Sciences 
Building. New names may be in order for 
both of them. 


Likewise, there is now an (old) Engi- 
neering Building, and a (new) Engineering 
Center. Either or both might be renamed. 

The Old Students’ Union Building will 
soon contain the offices of the President and 
other senior university officers. A name 
must be found for it. 


Smaller buildings with confusing names 
include the two Greenhouses (one on the 
campus, one at the University Farm), the 
two Vivariums at Ellerslie, the Civil Engi- 
neering Building (containing a gravel river 
bed for hydraulic studies) at the Ellerslie 
Farm, various other buildings at the Ellers- 
lie Farm, the building housing a telescope at 
Devon, and the temporary construction for 
the Health Sciences Center south of the 
Research Council of Alberta.

ROYAL BANK AWARD FOR 1968 


A cash grant of $50,000 and a gold medal will 
be awarded to a Canadian or group of Canadians 
in recognition of outstanding achievements, the 
Royal Bank of Canada announced recently. The 
purpose of the award is “to honor a Canadian 
citizen or person domiciled in Canada, whose out- 
standing achievement is of such importance that it 
is contributing to human welfare and the common 
good.” 


Under the terms of the Royal Bank Award 
(1968), the winner may use the proceeds in any 
way he sees fit. If two or more persons have shared 
in an achievement which warrants an award, they 
may receive it jointly. 

Nomination for the award must be made to the 
Selection Committee by two or more persons on 
behalf of the potential recipient. Nominators 
should be prepared to supply supporting evidence, 
such as published material and signed statements, 
as well as the initial letter of rceommendation. 

Outstanding achievements suitable for the award 
may be in any field, including the natural and 
social sciences, the arts and humanities and the 
business and industrial world. 

The Selection Committee is made up of six 
Canadians who are not directly connected with the 
Royal Bank. They are G. Maxwell Bell, publisher 
of The Calgary Albertan; the Honourable J. V. 
Clyne, Chairman of the MacMillan Bloedel or- 
ganization, Vancouver; Dr. Roger Gaudry, Rector 
at the University of Montreal; Dr. Henry D. Hicks, 
President of Dalhousie University, Dr. O. M. 
Solandt, Chairman of the Science Council of Can- 
ada; and Dr. A. W. Trueman, Chancellor of the 
University of Western Ontario.
